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Mayor Kucinich hasan His percep- 
tion into the mind of the average person 
living in Cleveland. He is a poor or moder- 
ate income ethnic or black with modest 
education -- someone who is frustrated 
by the failures of municipal government 
to adequately provide services to meet 
the minimum needs of the city -- someone 
who does not understand the inner work- 
ings of City Hall and the intricacies of city 
council and its committees -- someone 
who feels out of touch with politicians 
and for this reason rarely exercises his 
right to vote in local elections. 

It is this framework that has enabled 

“Kucinich to become mayor and to'main- 
tain his political foothold in the city of 
Cleveland. Commenting on. the voter 
apathy which characterizes the nation, 
the mayor stated: “! wonder if most peo- 
ple have any idea of how government is 
really run. If they did, | think there would 
be a lot more people voting anda lot more 
people mad. as hell about being cheated 
day in and day. out.” (Playboy interview 
6-79) 

Although Kucinich points to this as one 

of the serious problems facing American 
society today, public ignorance of the 
actions of his administration. and voter 
apathy are the primary reasons Kucinich 

‘isin office today. These same factors may 
result in his re-election this November. 

In.the 1977 mayoral election, only 65% 
of Cleveland's registered ‘voters went to 
the polls, In the black wards that figure 
was only 59%. Only 42% of the city's 
voters cast ballots in the recall. election of 


The “Ban The Can” or the so-called “Bottle 


Bill," which will appear on the:Nov. 6 ballot, - , 


conceivably could serve as elements of magic 
to draw Ohio voters to the polls in sizable 
numbers for an off-year election.

The United Steelworkers of America, which 
boast of 185,000 members in Ohio, has vowed 
to wage an all-out campaign to defeat Issue 
No. 1. Through its Legislative Committee, in 
announcing its opposition to the issue, it

Relations between blacks and Jews were 
dealt a heavy blow by the events following 
Andrew Young's resignation as UN 
Ambassador.

Many blacks felt that Jewish organizations 
were responsible for Ambassador Young's: 
move, and many Jews were angry at some 
public statements by blacks and by highly 
publicized meetings some blacks had with 
representatives of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

It will take some time to heal this new rift 
between two groups that. have traditionally 
been allies in the cause of civil rights. 

The first step in. the healing process is 
recognition of the vital interests, of each 
group, — 

Jewish organizations place the utmost 
importance on support of Israel. Their viewis 
that Israel's existence is at stake in the Mideast 
negotiations; that the survival of the world’s 
Jews is tied up with Israel's fate, and that the 
PLO is an outlaw group whose terrorist acti- 
vities against civilians and innocents-cannot 
either be condoned nor legitimized in any 
way. 

Much of the black opinion respects and 
accepts this. And it expects ffom Jewish lead- 
ers as much respect and acceptance for black 
survival issues.

1978; in the black community that figure 
was 28%. Most recently, 38% of the voters 
of this city cast ballots on the Muny Light 
and city income tax issues, but only 27% 
of the black voters went to the polls.

The reason for a much passiveness ; 


among black voters, in particular, is that 
Kucinich has persu yas them that he is 
their savior and cares more about them 
than black politicians. Kucinich boasts 
thathe has opened up access to the levers 
of power for blacks by appointing four 
blacks to his cabinet, more than in any. 
previous administrations. But for the 
average black seeking a job with the city, 
the access to equal employment oppor- 
tunity seems to have slowed during the 
past year and a half. 

A black male is less likely to find a job 
with the city than he was two years.ago. A“ 
second negative development for blacks 
during Mayor Kucinich's term is that his 
administration is increasingly channeling 
blacks into the lowest paying city jobs. 
His administration has, in fact, exacer- 
bated the problem of racial discrimina- 
tion in employment. 

For example, 12% of the 229 black 
employees hired by six city departments 
during the first year of the Kucinich 
administration were put into the lowest 
salary range -- under $7,500. In contrast, 
only 3% of the 463 black employees hired 
by these departments during the last year 
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osal will place an unfair burden on consumers. 

“The committee supports energy conserva- 
tion and litter control through a comprehen- 
sive recycling approach, not forced deposits,” 
USWA President Lloyd McBride stated in a 
recent news release. 

The proposal, McBride argued, contains 
several serious flaws, including “danger of 
significant job losses. statewide, sharply

But taking into account that the sponsors 
were able to collect a total of 92,545 valid sig- 
natures, 7,244 more than the required number, 
it is logical to assume that they are not going 
to be a pushover by the USAW’s steamroller. 


One such area o disagreement has been

penalized by quota systems and recoil from 
affirmative action programs that extend to 
numbers, goals and timetables. They have 
been in the forefront of campaigns to end what 
they call “reverse discrimination." 

At the same time, many Jews have been in 
the forefront of supporters of affirmative 
action programs, including those with 
“quotas.” 

So while it is impossible to attribute to either 
blacks orJews single, monolithic opinions, itis 


possible to recognize that largely through this ° 


outspoken advocacy, Jewish organizations 
have been publicly perceived as being against 
the kind of affirmative action programs blacks 
support. 

So healing the rift between blacks and Jews 
may ultimately depend on some adjustment of 
position regarding affirmative action. Now 
that the Weber case has resolved at least some 
aspects of the problem, it may be time for 
Jewish organizations to reassess their stand 
and accommodate the needs of underprivi- 
leged blacks for whom affirmative action is of 
vital importance. 

Modifying their position on affirmative . 
action may not be very difficult for Jewish 
organizations.

efforts to increase black opportunities and to 
make black applicants for jobs and schools 
“qualifiable,” that is, more capable of passing 
the kinds. of’ standardized tests and: criteria 
demanded by today's institutions. 

From there it should not be too difficult to 
understand that objective criteria like tests 
and standards are not really objective after all, 
and that results are what count, notintentions. 

Results mean numerical: goals, timetables 
and measurable progress. It's not enough to 
back aspirations for equality without also 
coming up with reasonable means of achiev- 
ing those aspirations. 

There are other areas of disagreement, 
often focusing on problems of concern to.both 
groups.
